One of the high points of every Forty 
Niner season is the presentation of the 
Len Eshmont Memorial Award, an an- 
nual award established by the late An- 
thony J. “Tony” Morabito. The an- 
nouncement of the 1965 winner will be 
made today. 


The award is a tribute to Len Esh- 
mont, a member of the original San 
Francisco Forty Niner team in 1946 and 
one of the most beloved of all Forty 
Niners. The inscription on the plaque 
in the San Francisco Forty Niner office 
reads. “Awarded annually to the Forty 
Niner player who best exemplifies the 
inspirational and courageous play of 
Len Eshmont.” Eshmont, a Forty Niner 
from 1946 to 1949, was a graduate of 
Fordham University. He coached at the 
Naval Academy and the University of 
Virginia before his death in May, 1957. 

The winner of the Eshmont Award is 
selected by the 49er players in a secret 
ballot on the night before the final game 
of each season. The honored player re- 
ceives a $1.000 watch. and his name is 
inscribed on the Len Eshmont Memorial 
Award plaque. Previous winners are Y. 
A. Tittle (1957), Joe Perry (1958), J. 
D. Smith (1959), Dave Baker (1960). 
Leo Nomellini (1961), Dan Colchico 
(1962). Bob St. Clair (1963) and 
Charlie Krueger (1964).

fense,” says Green Bay Coach 
Vince Lombardi, and because he has 
one his Packers are in a position to win 
their first Western Conference title since 
1962. 


It’s right there in the standings. The 
Packers are 10 and 3 with two games 
to play. They’re in first place ahead of 
the Baltimore Colts, who have a record 
of 9-3-1 (not counting Saturday’s game 
against Los Angeles). 


The Packers, who lost three of their 
five previous games before defeating 
Minnesota and Baltimore the last two 
Sundays, have been a much-maligned 
team since opening the season with six 
straight victories. 


But the fact remains they have al- 
lowed opponents only 173 points while 
the next fewest permitted in the entire 
National Football League is 225 by the 
Colts. 


The Packers’ problem is that their 
image, built in the title years of 1960 
through 1962, is one of a powerful, 
grinding, crushing offense, and their 
1965 offense has not been that. Eight 
teams in the league have scored more 
points than Green Bay. 


But one Packer trait has remained 
constant. Green Bay makes few mis- 
takes, and it is quick to capitalize on 
those of others. 


Lombardi says, “If a player makes 
a mistake, he should know it. You 
shouldn’t have to tell him about it. And 
if he doesn’t know it, he’s not the kind 
of player you want on your team. 
There’s no need to tell a boy about a 
mistake after a game. If we all do our 
jobs during the week, Sundays will take 
care of themselves.” 


The Packers obviously have learned 
this lesson well. An analysis of NFL 
team statistics proves it. Consider 
these tables:
